WHO’LL PAY THE TAXES? 
It is plain that there must be heavier taxes, with the government 
running in the hole about $2,000,000,000 a year on the present basis. The 


main question is whom and what to tax. 
Nearly everybody agrees on this fundamental principle—tax the 
other fellow. 
W hat it amounts to is about the same as the advice of 
the investment bankers, to “spread out as much as possible,’’ thus tak­ 


ing in all the other fellows. 
Most of the spreading, as far as increased government income 
is concerned, is likely to be on the economic upper levels. 
That is to 
say. taxes mill probably be laid mn the rich, through higher income rates 
in the upper brackets and new taxes on “ luxuries.” Such measures have 
great voting force behind them because they fall on few people. 
There might also be, without unfairness, considerable spreading 
on the lower levels through an extension of the income tax at the bottom, 
restoring temporarily such low rates as used to apply to small incomes, 
now exempt. But whether this is politically possible in a campaign year 


is doubtful. It would affect many voters. 
The middle place folks, whether rated by financial or social status, 
are probably taxed more heavily at present, everything considered, than 
those in either the upper or lower positions.

Sews Rervfro) 
BALTIMORE, Nov, 18,—Efforts to 
attain a new low temperature of .8 
degrees are being made by Dr. Don­ 
ald H. Andrews, professor of chem­ 
istry at the Johns Hopkins Univer­ 
sity. 
The lowest absolute temperature 
yet attained has been 9 degrees. A 
vague idea of just how cold this can 
be gleaned from the knowledge that 
the coldest spot in the universe, the 
interstellar space, is 3.5 degrees ab­ 
solute. 
Dr. Andrews expects his exper­ 
iments to prove successful within 15 
weeks* In the course of his exper- 
j imentation he expects to discover 
important data for his special field, 
thermodynamics. He Is also making 
I a detailed study of the structure oi 
molecules. 
j 
The chief difficulty in making the 
study. Dr. Andrews said, is the fact 
; that the molecules, under ordinary 
i conditions, travel at a terrific rate 
of speed. Since heat and energy are 
one and the same thing, to chemists 
it was explained this difficulty will 
be overcome when the absolute low 
temperature being striven for 
is 
reached. 
Dr. Andrews recently received na­ 
tion-wide acclaim for his finding oi 
the relation between chemistry and 
music, which enables the action of 
atoms to be transposed to the mu­ 
sical scale and played or sung. By 
his formula the musical vibrations 
of chemical activity can be brought 
to an audible pitch 
through

means of light.

Is Important From Stand­ 
point Of Health, Comfort 
And Efficiency, Dr. 
Logan Clenden- 
ing States

Good bodily posture is In portan 
from the standpoint of health, or 
comfort and of efficiency. 
So far as the first of these Is con­ 
cerned, and leaving out such defi­ 
nite disea.ses as tuberculosis and 
atonic dyspepsia, wiiich, while they 
may be a.ssociated with bad p-xsture, 
cannot be proved to be due to bad 
posture, 
the 
following 
conditions 
were reported by the W hite H o u ^ 
conference comm ittee as caused by 
faulty bodily position. 
1. In the absence of an organic 
disease, failure to gain weight and 
digestive disturbances although the 
diet is adequate and appropiiate. 
W eight tends to increase and diges­ 
tive disturbances to cease when poor 
body mechanics te changed to good 
body mechanics. 
2. Bowels th at are sluggish and 
irregular tend to beome more active 
and regular with improvement in 
body mechanics. 
3. Cyclic vomiting and certain pre­ 
sumably toxic crises occurring m in ­ 
dividuals exhibiting poor m echanics 
have ceased concom m iiantly with, 
the correction of the poor body m e­ 
chanics. 
4. Increase in alertne.s.s, vigor and 
endurance Is usually noticed with 
improvement 
in 
body 
mechanics, 
posture and muscle tcnc. 
So far as comfort is concerned a 


large 
num ber of 
ba' kaches, ann 
’•rheumatic" pains, especially .n the 
legs, are due to nothing else than 
standing, sitting or lying in strained 
position. 
Thowing the weight out 
of line cau.'es foot deformities, or at 
least foot strain. This is capaole ot 
causing pain in the calf of the leg 
and in the knee. 
There i.s a natural curve of the 
spine inward in the lo’.’er thiril. 
If 
this Is exaggerated—ii. In technical 
language, a lordosis occurs, it may 
cause pain in the abdomen which 
can easily be m istaken for apiiendi- 
citls or other internal diseases. Car- 
nett, a Philadelphia physician, who 
has called attention to the frequency 
with which these pains in *he ab­ 
dominal muscles can be m istaken for 
surgical diseases, thinks this exag­ 
gerated lum bar lordosis the com­ 
m onest cau.se of such pains. 
The question of Increased bodily 
efficiency with good posture, hardly 
needs lo be 
p rgued. 
To make the 
point evident it need only be painted 
out th at the most frequent symp­ 
tom resTilting from faulty posture is 
fatigue. 
If one person becomes fa­ 
tigued sooner than another person 
of the .same age and welgnt, it is 
an indication tlm t the efficiency of 
his body is reduced. So, if fatigue is 
the prom inent symptom of poor pas­ 
ture, poor posture m ust necessarily 
reduce efficiency.

NEW YORK, Nov. 18,—Without 
much support from building con­ 
struction and the railroads, and with 
buying by the automobile industry 
less than has been expected, steel 
production has held the gains of the 
past three w’eeks for the country as 
a whole, being estimated at ¿1 per 
cent of capacity, or the same as a 
week ago, according to the weekly 
Iron Age summary released today. 
Increases in production, it is 
pointed out, are most emphatic at 
Cleveland, where operations are at 
40 per cent, and at Youngstown, 
where the rate is 35 per eent. These 
districts, owing to the character of 
their finishing capacity, have quick­ 
ly reflected such improvement as 
has occurred in automobile buying, 


but a sharp decline to 22 per cent 
has occurred at Chicago because of 
the lack of structural steel and other 
heavy tonnage business. Some in­ 
dividual companies are operating at 
30 to 35 per cent or even higher, but 
the general average is pulled down 
by the poor showing of others. 
However, if the present average 
rate is merely maintained to the 
end of the month, the November 
output of steel ingots, on a daily 
basis, will show a gain of fully 10 
per cent over that of October, break­ 
ing the regularly downward move­ 
ment since last March. 
The Iron Age composite prices re­ 
main at last week’s levels, with 2.116 
cents a pound for finished steel. 
$14.96 a gross ton for pig iron and 
$8.75 a ton for steel scrap.

With some 1,200 families seeking 
assistance, it xvas felt that $25,000 
would be needed to take care of the 
situation, and the committee decid­ 
ed to set this amount as their fund 
quota.

Discuss Sunday Movie 
Mr. Love then introduced a pro­ 
posal made by the moving picture

Chairman Gifford of the Nationa 
relief committee. He stated that the 
matter had fczen brought before the

“They have not given us a chance 
on this, but have arbitrarily select­ 
ed the Sunday date, which was pro­ 
posed only for states where they 
sanction Sunday performs rites.

W. F. Moody stated that he felt 
the moving picture people were un­ 
fair to bring the proposal into a 
controversial status.

COXEY’S ARMY ROUTE 
Editor The News 
New Castle, Pa. 
I notice in your column. “Looking 
Back” in Monday evening’s issue of 
The News, that exception is taken 
to the statement made some days 
ago in this column that Coxey’s 
Army passed through New Castle 
and spent the night at Brinton Park, 
now Cascade. 
The claim was made that it was 
not Coxey’s Army which passed 
through New Castle but another 
group of unemployed led by a man 
Bamed Kelley. 
The writer although a small boy 
at the time remembers the incident 
very distinctly. Although the group 
was led by a man named Kelley as 
stated in Monday’s issue, this w'as 
actually a part of Coxey’s Army. 
Records show that the unemployed 
wrere mobilized in various centers of 
the middle west. There were eight or 
ten different divisions which were 
not united until they w*ere near to 
Washington. The division of Army 
led by Kelley passed through New­ 
castle and spent the night at Brin­ 
ton Park, leaving early on a Satur­ 
day morning for Ellw?ood City at 
which place they arrived about 11 
a. m. They stopped to rest about one 
half hour at what is now the inter­ 
section of Wampum and Line ave­ 
nues. 
One of the men in the “Army” sold 
a poem printed on a card for the 
price of five-cents per copy. The 
first verse of this poem was as fol­ 
lows: 
Times are hard and money’s scarce, 
There’s no work to be found 
And hosts of men who want to work, 
Are loafing round the town 
But times will brighten, factories 
will run. 
When Coxey’s Army gets down to 
Washington. 
The poem consisted of approxi­ 
mately five verses each verse ended 
with the lines, “But times will 
brighten etc.” The writer wonders 
if anyone in New Castle or Ellwood 
City may have a copy of this poem. 
After resting the “Army” moved 
through Ellwood to Beaver Falls, 
where it camped Saturday night and 
over Sunday on the present site of 
the Armstrong Cork Works, just at 
the foot of the hill below Geneva 
College.
